Tynclall'n ObMrvoUoni OB Ors 
irnnliinn In Inlnslom. 


Professor Tyndall lias made a further 


communication to the Royal Society, con- 
firming bis former observations on tba ap- 
learance of organism in vegetable and ani- 
mal infusions. 
Early last June he took 


with him to Urn Alps fifty small hermetically 
sealed flasks containing infniion of cucuni- 
>er, and flfty containing turnip Infusion, 
Before sailing they had been belled for flv« 
iiluntet In the laboratory of the Royal In- 
stitution. They were carefully packed Jn 
sawdust, but when unpacked the fragile 
ealed ends of about twenty of them were 
bund broken off. Some of the«« lujur»d 
flasks were empty, while others still retained 
heir liquids. Tdo eighty unbroken flasks 
if ere found pellucid, and they continued so 
hroughont the summer. All tbe broken 
ones, on the other baid, which bad retained 
heir liquids, were turbid with organisms. 
Shaking np tha sawjnst, which be knew 
must contain a considerable quantity of 
erminat matter, he snipped off the tuds of 
number of flasks In the air above the saw- 
ust. 
Exposed to a temperature of seventy 


egreesor eighty degrees Fahrenheit, tho 
ontenls »f all the fUeks became turbid in 
wo or three days. 


The experiment was repeated, and after 


he contaminated air had entertd them he 
xposed tbe flasks to strong sunshine for a 
•>hole summer's day. One hatch, Indeed, 
'as thus exposed for several successive 
ays. Placed In a room with a l«mp«ra- 
ure of from seventy to eighty degrees Pah- 
enhait, tbty all, without exception, became 
urbid with organisms, 
Another batch of 


asks, after having their sealed ends broken 
If, was Infecud by tho water of a cascade 
erived from the melting of the mountain 
nows. Tboy were afterward exposed to a 
ay's strong sunshine, and subsequently re- 


moved to a warm room. Ii three days they 
were thickly charged with organism!.

,010 titles, and there is very little among 
hem to show that Dickens had any special 
aste as a collector.

"As It May Happen," is a new publica- 


,1011 by Porter & Coates, Philadelphia. It is 
written under the nom de plume of "Tre- 
bor," which may be the disguise of a well- 
known American author of fiction as some 
critics have thought, but more likely the 
jook in the first ambitious venture of some 
new writer, for although the story is an in- 
teresting one ana told in a straightforward 
manner which keeps the unflagging atten- 
tion of the reader, yet there is a crudity 
about it which would seem to denote an in- 
experienced writer. The plot is skilfully 
devised, and contains many striking situa- 
tions. Tbe characters are numerous, and 
some of them are well described by the quo-, 
tatlon on the title page from Shakapeare: 


'Every man Is odd/* 


Rader Craft is easily recognized as a well- 
drawn—although being a caricature It Is of 
couist1 exaggerated—picture of an obse- 
quious village lawyer. Dibbs, th« bar- 
tender, wbo developed into a legislator, is 
an original creation In some respects, but 
he is too cunning to be natural, and is al- 
most a repetition of Craft, the lawyer, so 
much so that except that Dibbs is the 
smarter of the two, it would be easy lo im- 
agine tbat Dibbs is only Craft under a dif- 
ferent name.
